Due to a change in the process, 
announced by the FCC in March of this year, Notices 
of Inquiry have been eliminated in favor of increased 
emphasis on WRC Advisory Committees. 

To assure those who might be concerned about the 
reduced opportunities for public participation, the FCC 
has stated, "Interested parties should note that input to

There are several public service events where we 
currently need ham radio operators. The only 
requirements are the desire to help, your operator's 
license, anda 2Mradio. Here’s a great opportunity if you 
have never participated in such an event before.

Radio operators 
are needed to communicate the progress of participants 
along the route; to request assistance for tired orinjured 
participants (many of whom have Diabetes); to help 
facilitate the movement of supplies from one place to 
another along the route as needed. 

The first event is the Summit to SurF bike tour, 
sponsored by the American Diabetes Association, 
starting at Welches or Government Camp (rider's 
choice), and ending in Hood River.

As of 27-May-96 at 17:00 UTC, AO-27’s transmitter schedule is as follows: 
20 minutes after entering the sun, the transmitter turns on at normal power 18 minutes 
after turn on, it shuts off. (38 minutes after entering the sun) 
TEPR STATE 4 = 20 minutes, 40 Units 
TEPR STATE 5 = 18 minutes, 76 Units 
To clear up any misunderstanding, the Amateur transmitter on board EYESAT-1 
known as AMRAD-OSCAR-27 CAN and DOES from time to time run off batteries. The 
reason for an 18 minute window over latitudes equal to most of the U.S. is a limited 
power budget for the Amateur payload. EYESAT-1 runs experiments for Interferometrics, Inc. in Chantilly, Va. 
There is not enough power left over to run the Amateur transmitter full time. 

Occasionally when AO-27 control operator Michael Wyrick, N4USI, has the chance to work AO-27 during 
night time passes, he will turn the experiments off and turn the Amateur payload on. This is why ground stations 
can hear and work it at night, mostly during weekends. : 

On Feb-96, Mr. Wyrick had a skydiving accident that resulted in a broken pelvis in six places. This kept 
him from changing the TEPR (schedule) for several months. With the sun's movement during the summer, TEPR 
schedules need to be uploaded every few weeks to keep the Amateur transmitter turning on for all of the pass 
for stations at mid US latitudes. Michael is happy to report that with the help of fellow amateurs, he now has a 
working control station located at his home. This now allows him to upload schedules when needed. 

AO-27 is a secondary payload on-board EYESAT-1, and demands on system resources need to go the 
primary payload. 

Jeff, KO6RD in Merced, California reports working N7SFI in Utah last Thursday who was making satellite 
contacts through AO-27 while standing in a parking lot with a dual band HT. Many others have 
been able to work AO-27 without receive preamplifiers or high gain antennas. Stations have 
also been known to work this satellite from their automobiles, and slow scan television contacts 
have been attempted. 

AO-27 accepts FM up-links on 145.850 MHz, and down-links on 436.800 MHz. 
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Ariane 5 Crash 

Early in June the Ariane 501 test rocket crashed shortly after take off. The Phase IIID 
satellite was to fly on Ariane 502. Itisnot knownat this point how this crash effects the Phase 
IID launch schedule. The AMSAT contract calls for a Ariane 4 launch if it is not possible 
to use the newer Ariane 5.

We need to drive the point home so forcefully, with so 
many grassroots responses, that no one is ever tempted 
to try this again. 

Which brings us back to that invitation for "Inter- 
ested parties" to send input "at any time." There's no 
time like the present! According to the commission's 
new procedures, comments by e-mail should be sent to 
"wrc97@fcc.gov. Written comments, with an original 
plus one copy, should be sent to: Office of the Secre- 
tary, Federal Communications Commission, Washing- 
ton D.C. 20554. Each comment should include at the 
top, "Reference NoISP-96-005" and "Advisory Commit- 
tee Informal Working Group 2A." FCC staff assures us 
that comments will be given prompt consideration, and 
asks that parties refrain from filing comments in accor- 
dance with previous instructions (Sending Fax's, e-mail, 
US Snail traffic directly to members of the Advisory 
committee, etc.). 

Do comment. But be civil. Don't abuse people who 
are simply doing their jobs. We have to get across that 
casting covetous eyes on amateurbands is counterpro- 
ductive, and contrary to the public interest. To accom- 
plish this we need a lot of comments, including yours. 
But remember that the objective is to educate and 
persuade, not to intimidate. We don't need to. The facts 
are on our side.

One of the WRC-97 agenda items includes consid- 
eration of possible additional frequency allocations for 
the mobile-satellite service. So-called "Little LEOs," 
low-earth orbit satellites below 1 GHz, already have 
allocations. Their proponents claim these are inad- 
equate and are trying for more. The needs of little LEOs 
are being addressed in IWG-2A, chaired by Warren 
Richards of the Department of State. The ARRL tech- 
nical relations staff participates in IWG-2A to represent 
Amateur Radio interests. 

At the May IWG-2A meeting, an industry represen- 
tative presented a list of "Candidate Bands" for little 
LEO's. The list included a number of bands that would 
negatively impact existing services, and does not in- 
clude others that would appear to be technically more 
feasible but to which strong objection from incumbents 
could be expected --- the point being that some political, 
rather than purely technical, judement already has 
influenced the list. We have asked for, but to date have 
been give no explanation of why some bands were 
included and not others. 

Incredibly, 144-148 and 420-450 MHz were in- 
cluded on the list! This is the first time in memory that 
another service has been Proposed for the two-meter 
amateur band. We must make sure it is also the last 
time. 

We do not need to explain to ARRL members the 
extensive use that is made of these bands by amateurs. 
The two bands provide the backbone of our local public 
service communications effort. Voice and data, mobile 
and fixed, even television -- the list of present amateur 
uses is a long one, and of future uses is even longer. 
Both are already used for satellite services and for 
moonbounce and extended-range terrestrial Opera- 
tions requiring extremely sensitive receivers and high 
levels of effective radiated power. Apparently we did 
need to explain all this to the little LEO industry repre- 
sentatives, so we did just that -- both at the meeting and 
in a follow-up letter on May 15. We also explained that 
we had to regard the matter as extremely serious. No 
one with the — slightest background _ in 
radiocommunications could Possibly believe that a 
mobile-satellite service could be introduced into either 
band without disrupting existing and future amateur 
Operations. Therefore, we said, if we did not receive 
assurance that they would be taken off the list of 
candidate bands by the deadline for this issue of QsT, 
we would have no choice but to bring the matter to the 
attention of the entire membership..... 

So, this is a call to action. We must get across to the 
industry and government Participants in IWG-2A that 
the 144-148 MHz and 420-450 MHz bands cannot be
